DUAKERS REPORT OK
WORK OF RELIEF IN
NORTHERN FAANCE

London, September 1.—(Associated
Presa Correspondence.)—The reports
issued by the English soclety of
Friends (Quakers) on thelr work in
the devastated scetions of Nosih.orn
Franca give a vivid account of tho de—
struction and the attempts at rceon-
struction. Twelve of these reports
have now Le.n fssued, covering & wide
range of territory.

The society begins by sending out
Investigators, who are usunlly wo-
men who have been trained in social
work. In accordance with their re-
ports the other workers follow.
Nurgesg visit patlents in their own
lromes, bullders erect huts for the
homeless peasants, and there is a
growing departmert of agricultural
rellel. There are four main divisions
of activity, with about 1256 volunteers
from England and a number from oth-
er countries.

“Imagine,” writes one of the work-
ers, "a village In your own vicinliy,
it may be your home—wilh some
700 houses of which €50 havae been
burned to the ground, and then you
will be able to form some Idea of
what this village from which 1 am
writing i& like. The inhabitants left
in astounding bewilderment, hardly
able to belleve that the German army
was g0 close, and so fn the hurry and
scramble to get away thoy left every-
thing behind them, Innocently  ex-
pecting to find their belongings ngain
when they returned. And so, when
iliey returned, a few days after the
German retreat, concelve thelr sorrow
and chagrin on finding their houses
razed to the ground and aill trace of
their possossions gone. All  thelr
hay and crops, cattle, rabbits, every-
thing, burnt or destroyed. 1 admire
their courage as 1 see them grubbing
in the ruins, searching for some lost
thing, or beginning—where would you
teginT-Stomclear awuy  H#he, debris. ™
"The secrétary of the relief commit-
tee, Miss Ruth Fry, writes: “It 'y not
only the material heip given. The
most- important aspect {s the couragoe
ralsed anow in these much-tried suf-
ferers, 40 whom the coming of the
helpers is a very lmpressive sign of
the reality of our frlendship. Tie su-
preme evil of war is not death, but
despair. Against such despalr the
Quaker fights."”
